In coinmencuig to work out that 
form of Administration conimoaiy 
known an EobpunBlblo Government, It is 
of no little importftnce that all the oon- 
elUutional riRhtB ot the people Bbould 
be roligiouRly guarded, Amongst tho 
mOBt pncrod ol ihoBo rights is Ibo one 
involved in ilio jirovibion by which any 
member ot the LegislQloro who may 
accept nn offico ot emolumezit under the 
Government must resign bis seat ia the 
House and eoek re-elcoiion. Thns, for 
instance, if a roem'jor of the Logiaiataro 
ncooptB a sent in tho Cabinet with a 
ea!ary attached thereto, bo iB compelled 
to riHigo hia seat iu tho Legislbtaro 
Olid obtain re-election in order to hold 
bis scat in the Cabinet, The reason for 
.isacb o provision roost readily suggei-t 
il8elf to thu rcndtr'a reflection. Tho en- 
doremont ot tho appoiutraont by tho 
people whom Iho uppoinioo represeiilt* 
is uu indiripcnsable condition ofholdinj,' 
tho pofilion, Thia la tho very essence of 
JKespoDsible Government ; and its vio- 
lailon or evasion would bo a fatal slab 
at the root ot the i^yHicm, Tliero is 
reason to fear that this principle is being 
evaded by tbu present patjni combina- 
tion yolcped a" Minislrj-." Writs have 
boon issued for the re-election of the 
Provincial Secretary and tho Chief Com- 
missioner. In tho case of tho latter, it 
18 diflicnlt to reconcilo this step with the 
idea thul ho only l£cel)8 iho noat wurm 
" till ihc rosult, ot tho Cariboo cleotiou 
is ki,owu ;'' for that result must tran- 
spire before tho re-election at New 
WeBiminslercan well be got through 
with.

diaes' " testiinonp of tho rocks" ia misbty on" 
certain. Iu hopo that Boiuething of conae- 
(uenco iiiit;bt bo found from Iho'r wonderful 
stories, we have li-equently uccuinpanitd them 
lor days logelher up rapid nvors, through 
almost iiupenistriible jungles, over reeking 
[uagniires, and enowsclad summila, only to 
be shown aomo specks ol mica, or some insig- 
nificant deposits of pyrites of iron or copper, 
or some unusually colored rocke. Wo cannot 
however blame tbem for these diiuppoint- 
monla. Tbey hare sot the knowledge nnd 
ibereforo cannot discriminate. They see gold 
rock where gold was no'et designed. Tbey 
havo yet lo learn what the white man has 
learned by bitter ctperienoes that, "it is not 
all gold tbat glitters." 

We visited acveral localities on thia Inlet 
wberu wo found silvor and copper orea hot 
not in Biillicient (inanlilieB for our purpose. 
We discovered a very large and well defined 
lode wbicii attracted our attention. Tbe iBin> 
erulj which existed in 

ORKAT ABII.'JDASCK, 

Was entirely now lo either of us, and we bad 
no means of teslinR it. I nm incliraed to 
ihink, however, tliat il ia a nickel ore. We 
lorwarded samples to tian Francisco for assay 
and have not yet learned results. 

Having spent aouo leu days hurriedly doini; 
this lalut, (wbioh to do properly would occupy 
six mootbs' time) we returned lo our rendez- 
vous at Bella Bella. Wo refiitcd and repro^ 
visioned at tbat post, and after visiting several 
Indian villages^ learning what we could from 
Iho natives, wo crossed Milbank Sound and 
visited tbe 

in HISni TILLAOKS. 

Here wo foKnd consid. rablo iiuantitics of iron 
and copper orea in veins aud in deposili; also, 
another entirely new to u.s. Thia section of 
country appears to be highly roelaliterous, 
abounding in a variety of minerals but shew- 
ing little evidence of gold or silver on the 
surface. We Isuud an ore of tin in oie of our 
excursions which, if it proves of a lair grade, 
may yet become profitable to work. Fruoi

as a favor, and for which they are truly un- 
Ibankful. Indeed, gratitude is a sonlimant 
totally unknown to tbe Siwasb, and tbe more 
you give him the more be Is satisfiad— that 
yon ought to give htm more. At this place 
we found an ore which we had not pravioualy 
met with on this coast — a combinaiisa ol

knd, probably gold. We located a large and 

well defined lode of this kind of ore, very fa- 
vorably situated for miaing operations, baiug 
only half a mile from the water aud approach, 
•ible by a very easy grade. We have forward- 
ed to .San Francisco at considerable expense 
a ion of this ore for thorough testing. The 
Indians lell of several localities where thic

The New York Standard of Oo'.ober 
2'lib gives tbo followini^ doi-oripUon of 
the scenes around tho Court lipuijo and 
City Hall, in Now York, on tho au- 
aooncemoui of tho urreat of Tweed ; 

Around the f/onrt Hoimo and lh« 
City Hull soBlcrday aftornoju, groapn 
of fij^uros wore to bo eeon who boru 
ucb an uobappy a8peo'«,one rtnd ali,Uiul 
they could only bo compared for their 
dreary look to tho lo^t souls ao grnplii- 
caily depleted by Dunio in his (.'Xpl T- 
ulions ainou^; tho wicifed inhiibitimts of 
the iQforno, Tlioy I'diiaincd mutioiile.sd 
in Ibo drizzling rain, talking over thu 
uffllotion which bad fallen on tbe Dc- 
inocratio camp, and tho disgraoo which 
iiao overtaken its lefidini^ bravo, the 
Grand yuchem Twood, ^^ho has fnllea 
(roui Lin high t'Stitte, and in now ranked 
by all rcspeoiablu moii, IrOTi Maine lo 
Florida, as u coa]inon ibief. Tho group 
described, for tbo tnoBt part, ooasisiud 
of tho Tammany parai«iles, and tvoto 
the rank and Qlo with uooasionui Htund- 
urd bearers, of the giand army ol rti- 
pcating voters, who havo sn long nnd 
HO persiBlonlly trumpled on Llio libcr- 
tieii of respociablo cilizOM8,by prosiilut- 
ing iho UBo of the bullot-boK to ibcir 
own nefarious desigua. Tbey looked into tho 
face of tbeir fellow man for sympathy aud 
aid under their coming afflictions, but found 
none, and a blank, hopeless^ aimless look 
prevaded tbeir faces. Many ot them talked ol 
leaving tbe sinking' ship Tammany, and em- 
barking in some more aolid political craft. U 
wuuld bo wrong to "iccuso these men cf 
leeling auy ahumo at tho exposure made bv 
the Oumiuiltee of Buvenly with rtlVreuce to 
tho riag'e rascality — all the leclings ol reform 
tbey experienced was that their cliiefiaia ivna 
now a uoneutity, nnd a candidate for thu 
picturesque clothing worn at the quiel retreat 
of Sing Sing. Foul language was beard Iroiu 
tbeir political lips, cursing the Kepublicana 
lor bringing nbout tbo Twaed indictmont^and 
oath afier oatb rolled forth, iu wnich they 
cursed their luck, and wished tboy bad Joined 
some' other political faction. Such a scene 
bas never been beheld in tbe Oourt Houao and 
Oily Hall preciala for many a long year, and 
il may bo added witb aafoiy, 8*ci^ lo^v-brow- 
ed, villianoua looking lypea of men have never 
been scon in tha arena of pulilics since tbe city 
waa a city. 

In one of tbe principal offiivja in the Court 
House one of tha highest oilicials slated • Wo 
aro bunging between bcaveu end bell- 
heaven if we keep our places and hell if we 
lose iheui. Mr collea^uea bere are ready for 
auy political jump, and those wbo havo 
abouted loudest for Tweed ore now prepared 
to cry out againat the dirty thief, as I have 
aeard bim called many times to-day. 

Tbe New York Tribune of tbe same date 
says .' 

Tbrougbont tbe day rumors, first of the 
mo&t startling and then of the most reassur- 
ing churaciorj agitated tbo Tammany busoin. 
John Graham fussily made his way into .Mr 
Tweed's aanctum. ilr Graham is reported lo 
have received a SIC 000 retainer (eo as Mr 
Tweed's counsel. A messenger from Ibe De. 
partment of Public Farks rushed in with n 
strictly private note Irom ifr Sweeney, and 
at once tbe bangers-on came to the conclusion 
thai all must be right. 

" That's .an important loUor." fjacalftted 
one of Mr Tweed's right-hand men ; " Peter 
1! don't tend letters by tbe Controller ol bis 
departmskt, unless its something pretty lmpor« 
lant." 

Tho arrival of a Tribune reporter was ovi- 
dsDtly aa unpleasant episode, but 6^eneral 
Tweed gave him the heartiest of welcomed, 
thoagb he bad never seen bim biforo: lie 
uabered him into a room away Irom tlie crowd, 
and i.-amediately burned off to inlonn toe 

I3osa " of bis presence. Mr Tweed received 
him gmeioualy^ but witb a aad and disbearl- 
eoed manner. 

No, Sir, I have nothing to say," be re- 
plied in answer to tbe reporter's inquiries. 
" My counsal hag enjoined me to any nutbin(<. 
I do not talk to any one. Tbia I m^y say, 
tbat I have not yet received any olficiitl no 
lice of proceedings agalnat nie, aud that il 
tbey are brouRht on, aa I am told they will 
be. I have a full and comidete answer lo any 
charges lhit may 0« brouyht nu;niiisl me " 

Further than this .Mr Tweed would not eo. 
To every inquiry ho replied : " .My cniiiis,! 
has requested mn to say nuiliini;." Mr Tweed 
was busy, but his netiviiy lyore inurii the air 
of dt.-perailoi, lhat of confldeiiC'-. The nrri, 
val aud warmly expressed unchaugeabin 
regard of old friends, aeemed to have little 
rlfeei in rasloring bis ttsnal bnoyaacy o' spirit, 
Mr Tweed looked ten yaara older. He left 
bla oifico aoon a'ter 4 o'clock. He bad not 
t),-en gone long bitfore a rumor spread like 
lio' uiing lhat the ShcrifT's officers were a( i r 
Uini, ami in spile _of the Bs.suraiice from iho 
Slieriirs oflici) that no judmial writ lor M'' 
Tweed 8 arrest had been received the report 
wa." eagerly bandied about. 

It is nnder.stood that Mr Tweed donieq tli.'.t 
tbe money shown lo have be.in received by 
him was in repaymvni ol sums loaned lo Ibe 
contractors.
